THE NEW ENERGY CENTER 
THE UNLV MIDTOWN PROJECT AIMS TO CONNECT CAMPUS TO COMMUNITY

With Las Vegas constantly expanding as a premier international destination for leisure, 
entertainment, pop culture and adult escapism, the development of a cultural, entertainment 
and leisure district for the community might seem redundant. However, it is the inherent nature of Las Vegas 
to capitalize on all opportunities to the fullest extent and to constantly reinvent itself in its evolution toward 
becoming the great American city. And when a fresh idea takes hold in Las Vegas, its developers have a pretty 
good chance of setting a new standard in contemporary culture and having a major impact on the way people 
think, as the world watches our every move. 


Yet Las Vegas is very much a city in its adolescence. Barely 100 years old—a blink of the eye in terms of urban 
form and presence—our environment, our culture and our physical landscape are just beginning to take shape. 
Universities are a primary element of urban form and fabric, providing a venue for academic, intellectual and 
cultural life. In Las Vegas, the UNLV Maryland Campus and the surrounding private development are 
approaching 50 years of existence. The relationship between the physical form of the campus and the Maryland 
Parkway corridor are now entering into a dialogue to determine what defines excellence in a university district. 


UNLV recently contemplated the campus’ physical form and how it supports the university vision of serving as 
a premier metropolitan institution through physical master planning. Results from campus and community 
input suggest extending physical relationships from the campus to the surrounding community and improving 
the quality of the campus edges to not only provide a better image of UNLV, but to make the surrounding 
community a better place. The vision also includes the extension of the campus’ energy—activity, creativity 
and pursuit of excellence—which is a unique Las Vegas resource. 


The project is called Midtown UNLV, and the plan is for businesses, government entities, community members 
and the university to engage in a redevelopment effort. Their focus will be to join forces in hopes of improving 
the physical space and urban fabric around the campus, starting with the areas immediately to the east along 
Maryland Parkway at UNLV’s main entrance. Midtown UNLV centers on the reality that the university is a 
community asset with nearly 30,000 students and 3,000 faculty and staff. This represents the most significant 
concentration of intellectual activity and capital in the Las Vegas Valley, but the current physical infrastructure 
around UNLV does not fully capitalize on these attributes. 


Midtown UNLV plans to create a world-class university district—a mixed-use and broadly diverse neighborhood 
of restaurants, cafes, outdoor gathering places, residences, offices and cultural venues that support the city’s 
first fully integrated work-live-play-learn district. These venues would seamlessly integrate with the UNLV 
cultural and intellectual activities currently available to the community. This would be Las Vegas' first university 
district, and the result would be a broadly planned and executed intellectually/culturally based urban 
redevelopment project. The project intends to take a largely suburban environment and transform it into an 
urban village that serves the emerging creative class in Las Vegas and encourages all of its residents to 
participate in a diverse cultural environment. Meanwhile, the development of partnerships between UNLV, 
the private businesses and property owners on Maryland Parkway could serve as a model of community 
engagement. The vision that the university should act as a catalyst for positive change in the community is 
inherent in the Midtown concept. The Vista Group, led by UNLV Foundation Trustee Michael Saltman, has 
exhibited private sector leadership in partnering with UNLV President Carol Harter and Clark County to maintain 
that a university district in Las Vegas is an essential resource and a key opportunity for the community. 


The exact physical manifestation of Midtown is still unfolding. Its core elements are a mixed-use, pedestrian- 
oriented environment that supports active engagement in cultural and academic activity at UNLV, and blurs the 
sharp distinction currently drawn by Maryland Parkway between the university and the community beyond. 


The campus and its Maryland Parkway neighbors present a circumstance where the sum of the results is so 
much more than the parts that a new reality is beginning to form. Midtown UNLV aims to be a standard for the 
relationship between a university and its community, showing how the partnership between a university and its 


neighbors can enrich the community through excellence in urban design and cultural engagement. The 
development of a community-based cultural, entertainment and leisure district at UNLV is inherent to the spirit 


of Las Vegas, and could be the next big step in the city’s evolution toward greatness.

Ninyo & Moore announces that they have performed a 
design geotechnical evaluation for City of Las Vegas 
Housing Authority's Ernie Cragin Terrace project at the 
northwest corner of Interstate 515 and Charleston 
Boulevard in Las Vegas. The project includes demolition 
of existing buildings and design and construction of one- 
and two-story residential duplex structures and a 
community building on an approximately 13-acre site. Ninyo 
& Moore’s services for this project included evaluation of 
subsurface soil conditions at the site and preparation of a 
geotechnical report with recommendations regarding site 
grading, and design and construction of building 
foundations, concrete floor slabs, block walls, exterior 
concrete flatwork, and asphalt concrete pavement. 


Ninyo & Moore is also providing design geotechnical services for the Southern Nevada Water Authority Las 
Vegas Wash Weirs project. The project involves design of four gradient control facilities (weir structures), including 
the Ducks Unlimited Wetlands Nos. 1 and 2 Weirs, Silver Bowl Weir, and Archery Weir. The weir structures will be 
constructed along the Las Vegas Wash to control flooding and reduce wash erosion. Ninyo & Moore’s services 
include evaluation of the subsurface soil conditions at the proposed weir locations, engineering analysis of seepage, 
slope stability and foundation design issues, and preparation of design and construction recommendations regarding 
geotechnical aspects of the project.

AIA NEVADA RECOMMENDING THAT NSBAIDRD ADOPT AIA CONTINUING EDUCATION 
REQUIREMENTS FOR LICENSURE 


In 1997, the state legislature enacted NRS 623.255 giving the Nevada State Board of Architecture the authority to 
require continuing education as a provision for licensure. NSBAIDRD has not yet enacted this requirement due to 
concerns about how such a program would be administered. 


The Las Vegas Chapter of the American Institute of Architects continually strives to uphold and improve the quality 
of the professionals who practice architecture in our fast growing and ever changing state. For this reason, the 
Executive Committee of AIA Nevada is recommending that the NSBAIDRD consider enacting NRS 623.255, and 
adopting the AIA Continuing Education requirements for licensure. 


AIA currently requires that licensed architects must achieve 18 hours of continuing education each year in order to 
maintain their AIA membership. Eight of these hours must qualify for health, safety and welfare credits. This 
program supports the profession and helps to insure the public’s safety and welfare. 


Throughout the nation, there are currently 29 states that require some form of mandatory annual continuing education 
(CE) completion for licensure renewal. There are also another nine states, including Nevada, for which legislation 
is either in place or is being developed for the requirement of CE. 


AIA Nevada is on the agenda for the NSBAIDRD meeting scheduled for Wednesday, August 31*, and will have an 
opportunity at that time to present our request and support for implementing the continuing education requirement. 
Thom Lowther, Director of Continuing Education for the American Institute of Architects will attend the meeting and 
will provide information and guidance on how an effective CE program can be implemented and administered by 
the NSBAIDRD for Nevada. Our counter parts in the structural, mechanical, electrical and landscape professionals 
already require some form of continuing education. For decades, continuing education has been required in the 
professionals of medical, law, accounting and real estate to name a few. We believe it is the right time and very 
necessary for Nevada to consider implementation of this legislative provision. 


The world has drastically changed over the past nine years since 1997. We are now designing and constructing 
facilities with an elevated and constant state of safety and security. Additionally, building codes had been considerably 
modified over the past few years. The many opportunities to educate our licensed professionals in these areas are 
currently available through AIA's continuing education network. We support and recommend that the required 18 
hours per year be solely defined within the areas of health, safety and welfare. Our current knowledge as designers 


in these categories is of the utmost importance to our fellow neighbors, citizens and visitors to our great state of 
Nevada.
